RAILROADS 
WOULD KEEP 
HIGH RATE 


Fight Against Reduction in 
Passenger Fares With Re- 
sultant Loss is On. i 8. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, July 12.—The 
roads ot the country have started a 
fight in ten States to prevent a re- 
duction in passenger fares from + 
cents to 2 cents per mile and the re- 
sultant minimum annual loss of 
$150,000,000 in revenue. There are 
still other States in which they will 
oppose a decrease from 3 to 2% 
cents.

He was 
a lieutenant in the French army 
during the war. 

He was invalided home after an 
attack of trench fever, but recovered 
and continued to serve the Allies by 
breaking American horses for the 
cavalry.

The splendid chateau was turned 
over to the convalescent American 
soldiers and there the comtesse and 
her mother devoted practically all 
their time to the wounded dough- 
boys from the United States.

CINCINNATI, July 12.—The sum 
of $152,735, the largest individual 
tax ever imposed in Ohio upon an 
individual estate, will be paid by 
the executors ot the estate of James 
E. Mooney, pioneer American oak 
leather magnate, president of the 
American Oak Leather Company of 
California and Ohlo. 

Cincinnati and Ohio will each 
benefit over $75,000 by the collec- 
tion of this tax. 

According to Maj. S. C. Roettinger. 
the large tax imposed is the result 
of the fact the estate both in Cali- 
fornia, Indiana, Ohio and several 
other States, is left to distant rela- 
tives. 

The grand-nephews and grand 
nieces have no exemption and the 
exemption for nephews and nieces 
is much smaller than to sons or 
daughters or to the husband or wife. 

HALF GOES TO CITY. 

Of the $152,735 total, one-half 
will be given to the city of Cincin- 
nati and the other half to the State 
of Ohio. The entry will be recorded 
in the Probate Court Monday by 
Maj. Roettinger for the county and 
Attorney Joseph Lackner, represent- 
ing the, estate. The money will be 
paid over immediately, it was stated 
by Mr. Lackner. 

The deceased was a bachelor. He 
left his entire estate, computed at 
$3,624,000 by the appraisers, to his 
nephews and nieces and grand- 
nephews and grand-nieces, with the 
exception of $18,000 to local chari- 
gies.

“The new law atiempts to insti- 
tute’an entirely new system of dis- 
tributing the community property 
upon the death of either the hus- 
band or wife. Under the law all 
property becomes subject to admin- 
istration, and all property must go 
into court upon the death of the 
wife to be administered upon. This 
is not done under the present law. 

“Community debts, under the new 
law, are the class of debts accumu- 
lated during the course of business. 
Under this law, every creditor wil! 
have to ascertain whether or not hi- 
ebt is a community debt, or de- 

and security for the credit he 
extends. If it is a community debt, 
the wife will have to sign all papers 
relating to the transaction, greatly 
hampering the conduct of bus!- 
ness. 

“The three bills which embody 
this law have not been properly 
correlated, and there are left open 
many questions which will have to 
be decided through a long series of 
fudicial decisions. If the wife dies | 
before the husband, it must be 
proved whether she died without 
leaving a will, or whether or not a 


will is in existence, and if a will 
should later be discovered after the 
court had worked on the presump- 
tion that she died intestate, further 
complications would arise. 


“Under the new law all wills must 
be indorsed with the approval of 
the other spouse unless the com- 
munity property is left to the other 
spouse or to lineal descendents. This 
limits the disposition of a man’s 
property to his wife or his children, 
and without the consent of his wife, 
he can leave none of his property to 
dependent relatives or to charity. 


SERIOUS DANGERS. 


It will double the amount of ad- 
ministration and it will fasten in- 
heritance taxes on half of the com- 
munity property now exempt from 
such taxation, for under the present 
law when the wife dies, there is no 
tax to be paid. It multiplites cost of 
the administration of estates by tw:

Woman Lawyer Pens a Defense of 
Mooted Statute Extending Wives’ 
Rights; “Is Fifty-fifty Deal.” 


Times under date of June 3, wherein 
it was alleged that the community 
property law, passed by the last 
legislature and now under the ref- 
erendum, will precipitate a sex war, 
a committee of the Women Law- 
vers’ Club has asked me to express 
through The Times their ideas con- 
cerning this bill and to correct some 
of the statements in the article re- 
ferred to. 

Many of the legislators themselves 
had been convinced, by bills pre- 
sented at prior sessions, of the merits 
of a fifty-fifty proposition between 
husband and wife in the testamen- 
tary and succession laws, and were 
voluntary and willing workers in 
having this bill become a law. To 
this effect I quote the words of one 
of these legislators: 

“The claim advanced that this law 
was hastily drawn up and passed is 
without merit. General agitation 
for a measure of this character 
arose at the 1915 session, and be- 
came acute at the 1917 session. At 
that time certain changes were made 
in the community property laws. 


Long before the last Legislature

C. H. Hamilton of the Standard 
Oil Company announced that that 
company yesterday established lists 
at twelve of its stations for giving 
preference to essential industries 
food-carrying trucks and delivery 
wagons for milk, vegetables, ice, 
food, ete.

riage. The law as it now stands and 


the provisions of the bill under con- 
sideration are contrasted as follows: 

The present law provides that the 
husband may will one-half of the 
community property to whomever he 
chooses; the wife cannot dispose by 
will of one cent of the community 
property, even though she may have 
had an equal share with the hus- 
band in earning it. 

The new bill provides that the 
husband and wife have equal rights 
in willing the community property 
—that is, either spouse may make 
a will giving one-half of the com- 
munity property to the other, or to 
his or her chi'dren. Tf either de- 
sires to give to anyone other than 
the other spouse or children, it may 
be done by having the other spouse 
attach written approval thereof to 
the will. 

IN ABSENCE OF WILL. 


If no will is made, under the pres- 
ent law, upon the death of the wife 
all the commutmnity property vests, 
without probate, in the husband; 
but, upon the death of the husband 
only one-half of the community 
property vests in the wife. 

Under the proposed amendments, 
upon the death of either spouse. 
leaving no will, all the community 
property vests in the survivor. 

From this it will be readily seeh 
that there is no preference given 
either husband or wife, but they are 
upon an equal basis, so far as mak- 
ing a will of the community prop- 
erty is concerned, and receiving it 
under the laws of succession when 
there is no willl: and I would not do 
men the injustice to even hint that 
they want any unfair advantage to 
themselves. 

My experience has been that the 
men who fully understand this 
measure are the first to subscribe to 
its principles of fair play.
